TESTS AT ENIWETOK 
PROBABLY FINISHED 


By DOUGLAS LOVELACE 
HONOLULU, April 7 (AP)-—A 
top level American scientist-mili- 
tary team is evidently conducting 
a secret series of major atomic 
weapons tests at isolated, guard- 


ed Eniwetok atoll. 

The first of these tests, to chart 
wartime uses of atomic fission, 
probably already has been con- 
ducted. 

At the current tests, the only 
witnesses are a few experts from 
one country—the United States. 
The experiments are military in 
purpose, to show how the United 
States armed forces may use 
atomic energy in war. The United 
States Atomic Energy Commission 
has warned everyone but a few 
well-screened experts to kcep 
away. 

It seems evident to careful ob- 
servers that at least two types of 
tests were planned. The first, 
presumably, would be the use of 
atomic warheads on guided mis- 
siles, on short range flights; the 
second, atomic bombs dropped 
from the air. 

Some of the best engineers avail- 
able are at Eniwetok. This type 
of expert is not needed for routine 
tasks, nor presumably would be 
interested directly in atomic 
bombs. But such experts would 
be ‘required if guided missile 
launchigg sites were to be devel- 
oped, 


MAC ARTHUR SILENT 
ON RECEIVING NEWS 
OF WISCONSIN VOTE 


TOKYO, April 7 (UP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur received news 
of Wisconsin primary election re- 
turns at his office throughout the 
day today but returned to his 
official residence without  indi- 
cating whether he would remain 
in the presidential race. 

MacArthur arrived at his office 
about 11 a.m. and studied press 
and private messages showing 
that Harold Stassen held a sub- 
stantial lead. He returned to his 
residence in the American Em- 
bassy at 8 p.m. (5 a.m, St. Louis 
time) without making any public 
comment. 

Some observers believed that, 
if MacArthur did make a state- 
ment it would not come until after 
official tabulation of the vote.

Judi John Oppermann, who 
weighed in at two pounds 10 
ounces a year ago when she was 
born to Mrs. Wilbert J. Opper- 
mann at St. Louis Maternity Hos- 
pital, celebrated her first birth- 
day today as a virtually full-sized 
and nomral child. The Opermanns 
live at 6932 Plainview avenue. 

“Judi’s a trifle slow in learning 
some things,” her mother. ex- 
plained “For example, she’s. just 
beginning to learn how to.stand. 
But she’s a very happy baby, and 
has had just about perfect health.” 

Placed in an incubator at birth, 
Judi’s weight dropped to two 
pounds six ounces before she 
started to gain. When taken home 
at the age of nine weeks she 
weighed five pounds two ounces. 
Today she weighs an even 18 
pounds, 

“The name *‘John’ makes a lot

Two Americans were killed in 
the crash. There was the possi- 
bility an American would be in- 
vited to sit as an observer in a 
British-Russian investigation. 

The British issued no official 
comment on the -commission’s re- 
port, but they did deny a Moscow 
radio report which said the air 
collision was caused by a British 
airliner coming down out of a 
cloud and colliding with a Soviet 
fighter. The radio version was 
substantially the same as the com- 
mission’s report. 

Meantime, the Russians indicat- 
ed they would not budge from 
their basic position in the east- 
west crisis in Berlin.

Dewey Takes a Beating 


The big news from Wisconsin is not so much 
the strong showing of former Gov. Harold E. 
Stassen of Minnesota but the utterly abject de- 
feat of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New York. 
Gen. MacArthur’s unimpressive second-place run 
in his synthetic home state is of much less sig- 
nificance than the way in which Wisconsin voters 
ignored the appeal of the candidate who bore the 
Republican banner four years ago. 

The Dewey debacle is all the greater because 
the- New York Governor made a hurried trip to 
Wisconsin to rescue himself. He pushed aside 
the pose fhat he was waiting for the Republican 
party virtually to nominate*him by acclamation 
and without a move on his part. Dropping all 
this make-believe, he threw himself in the Wis- 
consin fight publicly and intensively, What he 
had hoped his battery of campaign managers 
from Albany could arrange for him in the state 
of the LaFollettes, he undertook at the last min- 
ute to do for himself. And ‘he failed miserably. 

It cannot be said that Dewey has received the 
same fatal blow in Wisconsin which the late 
Wendell L. Willkie got in the same state presi- 
dential primary four years ago. Willkie made 
Wisconsin his test of tests. He toured the state 
crossroads by crossroads. He poured himself 
out before his audienees. When he did not get 
a single delegate, the Willkie candidacy for a 
second G.O.P. nomination was dead. 

In a sense, however, Gov. Dewey’s Wisconsin 
defeat is even greater than Wendell Willkie’s, 
Four years ago Dewey did not leave Albany for 
so much as one primary appearance in Wiscon- 
sin, Yet every delegate entered in the primary 
for him was elected. This meant victory not 
only over Willkie but also over Stassen and Gen. 
MacArthur, both of whom were in the same race. 
The candidate who was favored overwhelmingly 
in 1944 gets the coldest kind of cold shoulder 
in 1948, 

No wonder Dewey is flying to Nebraska. If 
he cannot do better in the Cornhusker primary 
April 13 than he has done in Wisconsin, he may 
as well drop out of the parade, Certainly there 
is small comfort for him in the news that he has 
received the 90 G.O.P. delegates of New York. 
Could he have done so, Gov. Dewey would gladly 
have traded off a few machine-controlled home 
state delegates for even one or two elected at the 
polls in Wisconsin. 

While the Dewey defeat is the standout news, 
the upsurge of Harold Stassen is a decided com- 
pliment to the man who did more than anyone 
else to force Edwin W. Pauley out of high place 
in the Truman Administration. Stassen is now 
a major contender and the party managers will 
begin to talk more about him for second-place 
if not for the presidency. Since he stumped Ne- 
braska for Dwight Griswold when the latter ran 
unsuccessfully for nomination for Senator two 
years ago, Stassen’s share of the free-for-all pri- 
mary vote in Nebraska will be one of the things 
particularly to watch next week. 

The failure of Gen. MacArthur to get any- 
where in Wisconsin depresses terrifically, if it 
does not flatten out altogether, the candidacy of 
our military commander in Tokyo. It is a judg- 
ment also on the weird MacArthur triumvirate 
of William Randolph Hearst, Robert R. McCor- 
mick and Philip LaFollette. The Wisconsin vot- 
ers are not without the ability to discriminate 
when they go into their polling places and pick 
up their ballots.

B Women in the Armed Services 

During the war the Wacs and the Waves did 
their jobs so well they won approval of even the 
old hands who had opposed their entrance into 
the armed services. They often did the jobs to 
which they were assigned better than a com- 
parable number of men would have done them. 
Gen, Fisenhower says it is “plain efficiency” to 
give women the same status in the present mili- 
tary setup that they had in the war. Adm. 
Nimitz, who calls himself a “fervent convert,” 
takes the same stand. . : 

The Senate has passed a bill which, except for 
the number concerned, gives equal status to men 
and women. But the House Armed Services 
Committee takes a different stand. It has re- 
ported a bill which would give women members 
of the military reserve status only. 

Such discrimination is unfair and is resented 
by the women. It will not attract top quality 
personnel and will not have these ready for im- 
mediate duty if an emergency comes, 

The House has kept several thousand Wacs 
and Waves in suspense for more than a year. 
Unless it stops dallying and agrees with the 
Senate in this matter, all women in the armed 
services, except nurses, will be mustered out 
when present legislation expires in June. 

The women who braved the subs, the buzz 
bombs and actual shelling merit better treatment 
than this. 
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For = Warfare—on Rats 
John. L. Sadowski, chief of rat control for the 
City Health Division, didn’t stay on the defensive 
long. Confronted with the ugly news that a 28- 


" day-old baby and a 10-year-old boy had been 


bitten about the face by rats on successive 
nights, he said that the practice of granting con- 
tinuances in Police Court to rat ordinance de- 
fendants is a serious interference with the ordi- 
nance’s enforcement. 

Mr. Sadowski got specific. In about half the 
eases of rat control violation which go before 
the Judges in Police Court, so he said, four to 
six continuances are granted to the defendants. 
In some cases, delays were obtained, he reported, 
as many as 10 times for one defendant, 

It should be obvious that this seriously ham- 
pers the ordinance, An inspector who is sitting 
in Police Court waiting for a case to be called, 
only to find it again continued, cannot be in- 
Bpecting other buildings—hotels, restaurants, 
rooming houses, office buildings and stores— 
for evidence of rats. 
¢ There is actually a double waste of precious 
time, Every time a continuance is granted, in- 
spectors must make another inspection of the 
property in question so as to be able to testify 
concerning conditions the day before the charge 
presumably is going to trial. Thus because of 
the necessity of many inspections of a few 
pieces of property, the inspectors cannot make 
the many other checks which enforcement of the 
ordinance requires. 

More than enough time has passed for prop- 


erty owners to make up their minds to comply. 


If they violate the rat ordinance now they invite 
prosecution, They should get what they invite. 
There is no valid reason why rat cases should be 
delayed more than other violations of city ordi- 
nances., If Police Judges have been unduly 
lenient, and it so appears, it is high time they 
clamped down. 

While we are going easy on rat violators, New 


York is going all out. New York is alarmed by 
the fact that rats bit 423 people last year and 


‘ caused damage costing many millions of dollars. 


So the New York Health Department has 
launched a campaign to kill an estimated 8,000,- 
000 rats. The St. Louis rat population may not 
be that large, but whatever the total it is far 
too high. 

One war that should be started immediately is 
war on the rats of St. Louis. 
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Mr. Fairless’ Responsibility 


Today the country is treated, in time of crisis, | 


to the spectacle of having the federal courts de- 
fied by one of the largest unions and by the 
head of one of the largest industrial corpora- 
tions. John L. Lewis, head of the United Mine 
Workers, has made no move to obey Federal 
Judge McGuire's order for him to send the coal 
miners back to the pits. Benjamin Fairless, pres- 
ident of the United States Steel Corporation, 
has stated that “there is no occasion” for him 
to attend a joint bargaining session with the 
union chief as Judge McGuire has clearly or- 
dered him to do, 

Judge McGuire ordered both sides to send to 
the bargaining session those men who took part 
in drawing up the controversial 1947 wage con- 
tract. Mr. Fairless.was present at those nego- 
tiations, and his word carried decisive weight 
for the employers. 

Moreover, it was the operators of the captive 
coal mines, such ag those of United States Steel, 
who were chiefly responsible for ratifying the 
loophole in the contract which says the miners 
shall work only when they are “willing and able.” 
This was gratuitous, ambiguous, and a trouble- 
maker on its face. It was consummate folly to 
think that John Lewis could be given such a 
club without using it, and all the mine operators 
saw this except a powerful few like Mr. Fairless. 
When Fairless and other captive mine operators 
surrendered on this foolish provision, the small- 
er employers could do nothing but follow suit. 

In a peculiar sense, therefore, Benjamin Fair- 
less shares responsibility for the present mess. 
He ought to get in there and do his best to help 
clear it up. 
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The Vote on the County Library 


With only about one-fifth of the 106 polling 
places reported, St. Louis County voters favor 
retention of their county library by a 2-to-1 vote. 
Since there ig no central agency for collecting 
the vote from the school districts and other poll- 
ing places until they are officially assembled by 
the County Clerk on Friday, the actual result 
may not be known for two more days. But un- 
less more opposition develops in the unreported 
precincts, the generous majority already piled 
up will be enough to carry the library against 
the combined Ladue and rural-district antago- 
nism, 

Certainly the library deserves to win for it 
has already passed muster in the county twice. 
In the two years of its operation it has proved 
itself many times over. It has 36,000 patrons 
who have already established a book circulation 
record of 400,000. It has made regular book out- 
let contacts in 24 communities. And it Is doing 
this for a tax cost of 8744 cents a year per per- 
son. It will be a credit to St. Louis County vot- 
ers if the majority for the library is even greater 
when all the returns are ih. 


jf ee Art on Tour 

In the last three weeks thousands of men, 
women and children have journeyed to the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art in Washington to see the 
old masters from the Kaiser Friedrich Museum 
and the Nationalgalerie in Berlin. These are 
the paintings which the Army found in 1945 in 
a German salt mine, where they had been placed 
when they were threatened by destruction in the 
final assault on Berlin, and which were later 
brought to America for safekeeping. 

With the Russian situation touch-and-go, Ber- 
lin still does not seem a safe place for such 
treasures, and Senator Fulbright has introduced 
a bill to keep them in this country until a na- 
tional government is set up in Germany. This 
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_ policy probably will be followed, 


What should be done with the paintings in the 
meantime? One highly sensible proposal is for 
them to be sent on tour of the principal Ameri- 
can art galleries. A nominal admission would be 
charged, with the proceeds going to underfed 
German children, 

These 216 paintings range from the Italian 
religious primitives of the fourteenth century to 
Manet and Daumier and constitute a sort of pic- 
torial history of Western culture. They are not 
for art lovers alone, but are likely to make an 
art lover of anybody who sees them. No special 
knowledge of the history or technique of art is 
necessary to respond to Rubens’ Andromeda, 
Raphael's Madonna and Child, Titian’s tender 
painting of his daughter Lavinia, Tiepolo’s Way 
of the Cross or the marvelous light in Ruisdael’s 
Haarlem from the Dunes at Overneen., 

They speak a universal language, and they 
should speak it to as many Americans as possible 
before the time when it will be safe to send 
them back to their owners. 
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Our Unready Railroads 


Preparedness is not only a matter of men: it 

is also a matter of materials, And underlying the 
problem of adequate materials is transportation. 
In transportation there is a. serious bottlenéck 
of freight cars which two years of agitation by 
the Government, the railroads and the press has 
not been able to solve. 
' The Office of Defense Transportation set a 
goal of 10,000 new freight cars a month for 1947. 
Actually the average monthly production was 
only a little better than half that many. 

Even now, in April 1948, freight cars are 
being turned out at a rate of just above 8000 a 
month. This is 2000 less than the monthly goal 
set for 1947. 

That, however, is only part of the story. Now 
that we have entered a period of emergency, 
ODT has revised its goal upward to 16,000 cars 
a month. Present production amounts to only 
about half that figure. 

If war should come tomorrow, the country 
would be 125,000 freight cars short of its actual 
needs. That many are on order now, but steel 
is lacking, in the proper quantity and shapes, to 
produce them as fast as national safety demands, 

Yet to produce 125,000 freight cars would re- 
quire only about 3,000,000 tons of ‘steel of an 
annual production in this country of some 85,- 
000,000 tons. 

If the industry-allocation system set up with 
the blessing of the Department of Commerce 
means anything at all, it ought to be able to get 
more freight cars rolling off the line. If the 
present system of allocations won't work in a 
vital matter like this, it ought to be replaced by 
a compulsory system which will get the job done.

Politics is the “art of the possible.” In 
our thinking about international affairs 
we tend to leap too easily over the chasm 
of the impossible into the millennium. What 
in the mofern world does the “art of the 
possible” permit? 


There are four principal courses, any one 
of which we might, in 
theory, follow. These 
are: (1) isolationism; 
(2) a world order by 
agreement, with in- 
ternational atomic 
and other controls; 
(3) a world order by 
conquest — that is, 
imperialism and the 
waging of a delib- 
erate preventive war 
against Russia be- 
fore she manufac- 
tures atomic bombs— 
and (4) the middle 
road: the mainte- 
nance and utilization 
of our world atability, 
balance of power. 

1. Isolationism. Tsolationism cannot be 
fitted into the “art of the possible.” Iso- 
lationism is impossible in the guided-atom- 
ic-missile age,

2. A world order by agreement, The type 
of world order contemplated by many blue- 
print internationalists is not compatible 
with the “art of the possibje.” Man’s mind 
and man's emotions are not yet adjusted to 
the elimination of national boundaries, to 
a common citizenship. 

A world state or world government must 
necessarily imply control of weapons of 
mass destruction. But the physical and 
psychological difficulties of such control 
are so huge as to be insuperable unless 
based on mutual international confidence 
~something that does not exist today. 


What of some scheme of world govern- 
ment which would content itself with a 
general settlement, one which would not 
involve the surrender of national sover- 
eignty to a suprastate? 

Perhaps the best answer to this is the 
United Nations itself, which is precisely 
this sort of international organization, By 
the same token, it is obviously an organ- 
ization of considerable, though by no means 
absolute, futility. It is stymied on the 
same obstacle that would halt the prog- 
reas of any other world order of this type 
the difficulty of achieving a workable 
settlement between Russia and the Weat. 


New Problems for Old 


3. World order hy deliberate conquest 
would besmirch the United States with blood 
and dishonor, It. would be, I think, fatal to 
the American ideal of government, fata] to 
democracy, fatal to our already diminished 
moral standing in the world to embark de- 
liberately upon a preventive war. 

A deliberate war against Russia in the 
next few years has been described ag the 
only way to avert disaster and catastrophe. 
The reasoning is specious and the conclu- 
sion dangerously false, because both are 
based on three fallacious premises. The 
first is that an attack by Russia against 
us is inevitable. This is a counsel of de- 
apair, for en attack by Russia within the 
foreseeable future is unlikely. 

The second false premise is that such 
a preventive war could be won quickly 
and easily, primarily by atomic bombard- 
ment, 

The third fallacious premise is’that the 
result of such a war would be “stabiliza- 
tion,” “enduring peace,” “prosperity’”—a 
world order of law and security. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. War pro- 
vides no solution, but merely substitutes 
one problem for another. 

The world, particularly the Waastern 
world which we are trying to save, already 
is a morass of misery and want as the 


national power for international stability, eventual understanding.

result of two wars. Much of the middle 
group-—the true liberals and the mild con- 
servatives with whom lies the hope of the 
future—already has been liquidated by the 
pressure of recent events. A third great 
war would probably eliminate for years to 
come the rampart of the middle way, and 
the resulting chaos would push the peoples 
of Europe to extremism. 


4. The middle road—a.balance of power. 
This course implies the full participation 
of the United States in international af- 
fairs, combined with national security. 

It implies the same kind of world that 
history has always known, a world of 
power politics, but a world, too, of hopes 
and aspirations. 

, These principles mean many things in 
the course of the next few years, They 
mean, first, a continuation of our efforts 
in the United Nations, But we must face 
squarely the political failures of the UN 
and try to do something about them, 


A System of Alliances 


No better means of doing this has been 
offered than the suggestions of Hamilton 
‘Fish Armstrong, editor of Foreign Affairs. 
Writing in The New York Times Magazine 
of Sept. 14, 1947, Mr. Armstrong suggested 
that, under the authority given in Articie 
51 of the Charter of the United Nations, 
“a group of United Nations members enter 
into a brief supplementary agreement—a 
sort of protocol or ‘optional clause’ open to 
all—binding themselves to carry out the 
Charter obligation to resist armed attack.” 

This agreement would come-into opera- 
tion if two-thirds of the signatories de- 
cided that collective action had become 
necessary under the Charter and if the 
Security Council failed to act. 

In effect, the Armstrong proposal would 
promote a system of collective alliances. 
But if Russia joined, they would be alli- 
ances aimed at no one,'and the mechanism 
would be provided for some sort of col- 
lective accomplishment, unmarred by veto, 

Such an evolution can be called a return 
to the balance of power. It would be, 
however, a balance of power in a beneficent 
sense, And such a balance of power would 
be so overwhelmingly strong that Russia 
would not dare to challenge it. 


How to Stop the Reds 


But we Gannot confine ourselves to po- 
litical measures alone. We cannot pussy- 
foot with Communism and atill expect to 
exist as a free and independent people. We 
must, for instance, learn to cope with the 
subversive and the underhand methods of 
Communism. 

Legitimate national revolution by a ma- 
jority of the people against a decadent or 
corrupt or tyrannical government is one 
thing—we must never forget that fhe 
United States was born from revolution in 
blood and fire, But rigged Communist 
revolution by a minority controlled from 
Moscow is a bastard movement which in 
no sense represents the will of the people. 

A simple declaration, now, that the 
United states will not tolerate arranged iI- 
legal coups or sponsored civil wars, but 
will support with arms, {f necessary, the 
legitimate government so attacked would 


probably suffice to blunt this Communist — 


technique. 

The ant is two worlds, and it does fo 
good to refuse to accept that fact. We 
must consolidate our portion of it and try 
to make that portion as large and as 
powerful as possible. But our ultimate ob- 
jective, even though it be decades or cen- 
turies away, must be one world,

Burden of the FBI 


DMINISTERING the huge European Recovery Program will 
take a staff of about 800 in this country and approximately the 


same number abroad. Even before the No, 1 and No. 2 men get 
organized, the drive has begun to recruit this force. , 


Immediately the question of 
clearance for loyalty comes up. 
Increasingly, with the spread of 
fear and suspicion, this becomes 
an obstacle in 
the way of 
quick, effective 
government. 

As spelled out 
in the ERP bill, 
that obstacle 
looks particu- 
larly tough. It is 
a beautiful ex- 
ample of the 
lack of confi- 
dence which 
— to plague fm | 

ngress, 

Bader the 2 Edgar Hoover 
loyalty provision of the bill, there 
is a period of grace of three 
months when members of the 
staff may go to work. This is a 
modification of the language put 
in by the House, which specified 
that no one could be employed 
at all without first undergoing 
a loyalty check and certification. 

If that language had stayed in, 

. the start of the program might 

have been delayed for weeks or 
months. Both in the State De- 
partment and the FBI, there was 
a great sense of relief when the 
three-month grace period was 
substituted. 


A Matter of Belief. 


There is still, however, a big 
hurdle in the loyalty provision. All 
employes must be _ investigated 
during the three-months grace 
period, They cannot be retained 
after that time except on the fol- 
lowing terms: 

“.. + unless such individual has 
been investigated as to loyalty 
and security by the Federal Bu- 


reau of Investigation and a re-| 
port thereon has been made to) 
the Secretary of State and the’ 


Administrator, and until the Sec- 
retary of State or the Adminis- 
trator has certified in writing and 
filed copies thereon with the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions and the .House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs that after full 
consideration of such report he 
believes such individual] is loyal 
to the United States, its Constitu- 
tion and form of government and 


each individual employe. 

, That appeared to be the view 
of members of Congress who 
wrote the provision into law. They 
wanted a personal guarantee 
from the top man. 

Ordinarily, of course, ‘certifica- 
tion of loyalty after a thorough 
FBI inquiry would be delegated 
to an administrative assistant. In 
the State Department this re- 
sponsibility falls on John E. 
Peurifoy, Assistant Secretary for 
Administration. But Peurifoy’s 
Jegal adviser has informed him 
that in this instance, because of 
the language in the ERP act, 
Secretary Marshall could not 
have his assistant act for him. 


Already Overworked. 


Even if the Secretary and the 
Administrator should divide the 
task, it would put a great burden 
on two men who already have 
far too much to do. To look over 
several hundred FBI reports and 
personally vouch for that num- 
ber of employes would consume 
the invaluable time of officers 
charged with top responsibility 
for American foreign policy. 

At the same time a heavy new 
burden is placed on the over- 
‘worked FBI. Under President 
Truman’s loyalty order the FBI 
has thus far checked 1,404,162 
Government employes, with nearly 
400,000 still to go. The FBI must 
clear all employes of and appli- 
cants for work with the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

The Budget Bureau cut the FBI 
from the $50,000,000 requested by 
J. Edgar Hoover to about $43,000,- 
000. This means that the number of 
agents will be reduced by 413 on 
July 1. FBI employes are now 


working a 6-day week while other 
Government workers are on a 
regular 5-day week, 


Passing the Buck. 


Buck-passing between Congress 
and certain Government agencies 
also adds to Hoover’s burden. 
Take the factual example of 
Agency XYZ. A committee of Con- 
gress believes that Agency XYZ 
is harboring certain disloyal em- 
ployes. Ageney XYZ, reluctant to 
act, tells the committee that it 
has asked the FBI to get more

Zimmerman served in World 
War I. He was a member of the 
American Legion and was on the 
Board of Regents of the. Ca 
Girardeau (Mo.) State College. 

He was born on a farm at Bol- 
linger, Mo. He was graduated 
from the University of Missouri 
law school in 1911. 

He leaves a widow and one son. 

Zimmerman was an active mem- 
ber of the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee. The House was debating 
a committee bill when it learned 
of his death. Plans were made 
for immediate adjournment. 

Zimmerman was stricken as he 
was leaving his office across from 
the Capitol to walk to the House 
floor. He was pronounced dead 
by Dr. James Cole, a member of 
Dr. Calver’s staff. 

Zimmerman was the twelfth 
member of the eightieth Congress 
to die while in office. Two of 
those who died were Senators: 
Bailey of North Carolina and 
Bilbo of Mississippi,

L. M. Wiggins today called Fed-| 
eral tax evasion the “No. 1 racket 
in America.” He estimated pay- 
ment of a billion dollars a year 
is evaded, and the accumulated 
amount of evaded taxes now to- 
tals at least five billion dollars.

The body, showing severe 
bruises about the groin, was found 
by police after a neighbor told 
companions in a nearby tavern he 
had seen Glaeseman stretched out 
on the floor apparently dead. 

Edward J. Shaw told police he 
and his brother, Robert, owner of 
the house, had found Glaeseman 
drunk on the front porch March 
18 and had put him to bed where 
he had remained in a comatose 
condition. The Shawa and a third 
resident, William Dierson, were 
being held for the coroner's in- 
quest.

The treaty will come into 
force from the day of exchange of 
ratification instruments to be ef- 
fected in Helsinki in the shortest 
possible time. 

If neither of the high, contract- 
ing parties denounces the treaty 
one year prior to the aforesaid 
expiration in 10 years, the term 
of the treaty will remain in force 
for every subsequent five years 
until one of the high contracting 
parties gives written notice one 
year prior to the termination of 
the current five-year period of its 
intention to suspend its validity.

A Cockeyed Inference, 


WAS recently watching a child 

| of misfortune, I know he is a 

child of mis‘ortune because he 
tells me that in spite of the fact 
that he is a very fine player he 
always loses at gin. 

He dealt himself a fairly good 
hand which included the queen of 
spades, the ten of diamonds and 
the ten of hearts. The jack of 
hearts was the up card and his 
adversary took it and discarded 
the ten of clubs. My man took it 
and now held a very good hand. 
To my way of thinking, the queen 
of diamonds was an automatic dis- 
ecard, but he held on to it and 
threw away one of a pair of sev- 
ens. What's more he held on to 
that card indefinitely and eventu- 
ally paid for it. 


If he had played normally he 
would have won the hand and I 
asked him why he held on to it 
so determinedly. He _ replied: 
“When he took the jack of hearts 
and threw the ten of clubs I was 
gure he held queens,” 

This is. about as ridiculous an 
example of master minding I have 
ever heard and explains why he 
loses all the time. Actually, the 
only inference possible from the 
play is that the queen of diamonds 
is likely to be perfectly safe, Prob- 
ably the jack of hearts gave his 
opponent three jacks. 
also hold two queens, but if one 
of the queens was in the club suit 
he would be inclined to hold onto 
the ten. 


If one of his jacks was the jack 
of clubs, the discard of the ten 
would break up a very valuable 
double spread combination. Other- 
wise he would be splitting a queen- 
ten skip stop. If he had picked the 
heart jack for a king-queen-jack 
sequence he would have to hold 
specifically the king-jack of dia- 
monds to want the queen. 

Thus, there was nothing par- 
ticularly unsafe about the queen of 
diamonds and no good reason to 
hold on to it.

Curbing a Show-off

HE SUNDAY SCHOOL teacher is too often an untrained 

young person with more idealism than knowledge of child

The result is 
that the boy runs away with teacher and class to nowhere.

IN SUCH A SITUATION the superintendent should remove 
the boy until the teacher gets a secure hold on his class. Once 
he has the pupils with him, the odd child will not matter to 
them so much, the teacher having bound them to his side with 
ties of respect and affection. How can a young teacher do this 
when he sees these children maybe once a week? 

He must see them oftener. He must, as much as possible, 
stay in touch with them the whole week through. If his days 
are too full there are evenings. These youngsters need help 
with their echool lessons, help with the adjustments they must 
make to their achool life, to their home life, to the varied and 
pressing problems that they meet day by day. Nobody can be 
so helpful as the dedicated Sunday School teacher.

OES the fact that you live in- 

land deter you from serving 

the best of fish dinners? 
While anyone will concede a wide 
choice of fine fresh fish is the 
preferred source but it is not the 
only source and inspiration for 
memorable fish meals. There is a 
surprising variety of high quality 
canned fish and is noted for ex- 
cellent appearance, texture and 
flavor — tuna, salmon, sardines, 
crab, lobster, fish flakes, etc. And 
this fish can be used to prepare 
such appealing dishes no one 
would be able to guess whether 
fresh or canned fish was used. 
The chief things to keep in mind 
when using canned fish is to han- 
die with care, Since it has been 
thoroughly cooked in the process- 
|ing, one should choose methods 
of preparation that do not require 
too long cooking or that provide 
other ingredients to protect the 
texture, color and delicate flavor 
of the fish. Here are some sug- 
gestions that will help you serve 
excellent fish from canned fish. 

Tuna Fish and Almond Ring. 

Seven-ounce can tuna, two 
tablespoons chopped almonds, 
one-half cup bread crumbs, one- 
half teaspoon grated onion, two 
tablespoons margarine, two table- 
spoons flour, one cup milk, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, two eggs, 
separated; 1 tablespoon chopped 
parsley, ll-ounce can mushroom 
soup. 

Mix tuna, almond, crumbs and 
onion, thoroughly breaking up 
tuna. Make a cream sauce of the 
margarine, flour, milk and Salt. 
Add beaten yolks, then combine 
hot mixture with tuna mixture, 
Mix thoroughly, until fluffy and 
tuna is well distributed. Cool. 
i Fold in stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Turn into well greased ring mold, 
but grease only at bottom. Set 
ring in pan of water and bake in 
a slow oven (300 degrees) for one 
|hour. Unmold on serving plate. 
| Fill hollow with freshy cooked hot 
buttered peas. Serve with heated 
mushroom soup sauce. Five to six 
| servings. 

Baked Canned Salmon, 

Choose two cana firm, deep red 
isteak salmon that is shaped in 
| thick rounds. Open can carefully, 
| drain off juice, then turn out very 
icarefully onto buttered, shallow 
baking dish. Carefully remove 
any gray skin. Add salt and pep- 
i per to one cup sour cream to suit 
ithe taste and pour over salmon. 
Place in a moderately hot oven 

(425 degrees) and bake until the 
cream browns in splotches over 
the top, is full of bubbles and the 
| fish is heated through. While fish 
lis baking, have green pepper 
stuffed with creamed potatoes or 
icorn pudding also heating and 
| browning. Remove fish very care- 
ifully to hot platter. Surround 
with stuffed peppers. Ripe olives 
heated in their own liquid makes 
ia lovely garnish and a tasty ac-

We as a nation demobilized too 
quickly after the war and got rid 
of all our restrictions too fast. 
Because our own country had not 
been devastated, we assumed that 
one could fight the greatest war 
in history, a war which left a 
great part of the world in ruins, 
and still return to prewar condi- 
tions in the shortest possible time. 
Unfortunately, one never returns 
‘to prewar conditions. One has to 
| go forward into the future, facing 
new conditions. In this particu- 
ar case, the war made the world 
‘smaller and we now havé such a 
close relationship with the rest 
of the world that we cannot ig- 
nore the situations in which other 
nations find themselves. 

. * . 

THE ORGANIZATION of the 
United Nations was accepted by 
many of us as a guarantee that 
peace existed even though we had 
not yet made peace treaties with 
our enemies and had not yet tried 
making arrangements with our 
wartime allies which must be 
made to insure peace. We went 
ahead feeling that peace was se- 
cure simply because we had cre- 
ated some machinery’ through 
which we could work. Now we 
have found that, if we hope to 
preserve peace, we must rebuild 
our military strength; and that 
we must make agreements with 
other nations along economic lines 
for our mutual advantage, and 
must use our economic strength 
to arm our political policy. 

In all this going forward, we 
do not find many of the old rules 
applicable. We did away with 
rationing and hrice control be- 
cause we assumed that we were 
going to meet the needs of our 
people through production and 
that the old law of supply and de- 
mand would take care of price 
control, Unfortunately, this did 
‘not work, because we failed to 
‘realize that our economic prob- 
‘lems today are not simply domes- 
‘tic problems but must be consid- 
‘ered .jn connection with our for- 
eign policy, just as our military 
plans must be considered in that 
light. 
| Though the word “planning” 
.seems to terrify many industrial- 
jists, it is inevitable that, where 
‘military and economic policies 
must be tied to a country’s for- 
‘eign policy, many domestic poli- 
cies will be affected and planning 
will be necessary. We are head- 
ing for more planning and there- 
fore there is more necessity for 
world understanding on a broad 
scale among all our citizens, 

To me the passage of the tax- 
reduction bill means that our rep- 
resentatives in Congress do not 
understand the implication of the 
new position of the United States 
in the world. They may truth- 
fully represent the sentiment of 
their constituents, but they are 
not doing their duty as educators 
of their constituents. They have 
the opportunity and the obligation 
to know the facts about their 
‘country’s relation to the rest of 
ithe world, and if they do not in- 
‘form the people whom they rep- 
|resent, they are failing in their 
| duty to the nation. It is unrealis- 
\tic to cut taxes and at the same 
time increase expenditures which 
‘have to be met through taxation.
